INTRODUGMION. 


> —+<> j-—— — 


DEAR READER :—You must not expect to find in these pages 
a connected or exhaustive history of Onondaga County. We have 
mainly treated of three periods, ist, of the settlement ; 2d, of fifty 
years ago—the Semi-Centennial—and 3d, of the present, the Centen- 
nial of the advent here of the first white settler. 

One hundred years ago this locality was a wilderness, peopled 
only by savages. Early in that year (1786), Ephraim Webster, an 
Indian trader, established a trading post on Onondaga Creek, near 
its mouth. He afterwards became the first Supervisor of the 
town of Onondaga. Fifty years ago Onondaga county had assumed 
the proud position of being the third in point of population in the 
State, (New York being first and Oneida second,) with assessed 
real and personal estate amounting to about 10,500,000, In 1885 
the population had probably doubled, while the wealth had increased 
more than seven fold. In population she stands now number six 
among her sister counties, while in wealth she ranks fourth. 

Some facts and statistics, not entirely of local importance, have 
been given, because of their interest in contrast with the present. 





For many facts contained herein, I am indebted to the following 
publications: Gordon's Gazetteer of New York (1836), Williams's 
New York Annual Register (1836), Clark's Onondaga ( 1849), Census 
Reports of 1835 and 1880, Boyd's Directory (1885), to files of old 
newspapers, and to many residents throughout the county. 

In the space left for “ Memoranda” in the Calendar pages, a brace 
should enclose special Memoranda for the Centennial year, the 
point of brace indicating the day of month for which entry is 
intended. 

To insure the cost of the work, enterprising business firms 
have contributed cards, all of whom, we trust, will be amply 
benefited.

duga Creek, just south of its mouth, Montgomery county embraced all that portion of the 

State of New York west of a line drawn nearly north and sonth through the present county 
of Schoharie, and contained Only 15,057 inhabitants, and tho State of New York Only 238,896. 
In 1788, all that portion of the State westofa north and south line at “Old Port Schuyler” (Utica), 
was erected into a town called Whitestown. In 1789, Ontario county was taken off, being all of the 
State west of a line two miles east of Geneva. In 1791, Herkimer county was taken from Mont- 
gomaery, and included all the territory west of Montgomery, north of Otsego and Tioga, and east 
of Ontario counties. Whitestown was divided into three towns, the present limits of Ononduga 
county being included in the territory of Mexico ond Pern, In 1794, Onondaga county was 
erected from the western part of Herkimer connty, and ineluded all of the Military Tract which 
now embraces allof the counties of Seneca, Cayuga, Cortland and Onondaga, and part of Tompkins 
and all of Oswego county west of Oswegoriver, Cayuga county waa set off in 1799, Cortland 
in 1808, and Oswego in L516, thereby reducing the territory of Onondaga county to its present 
limits. 

In 1788, Asti Danforth and his son Asa, and Comfort Tyler, from Massachusetts, located at 
Onondaga Valley. 

The first conrts were held at Onondaga in 1794, and the first egnn ty clerk’s office was at 


i 1786, whon Ephraim Webster, the first settler, established his little trading post on Onon- 


Onondaga Hollow (Valley) in the same year, (the lock of which is now im the present county 
dlork’s office.) The first court house was vrected at Onondaga Hill in 1805-06, In 1829, the 
sounty seat was removed to Syracuse, and a conrt house was built midway between the villages of 
Salina and Syracuse, That building was burned in 1856, and the present structure on Clinton 
Square was erected of Onondaga limestone soon after. The first county officers were: Seth 
Phelps, first judge; Benjamin Ledyard, clerk; John Harris, sheriff; and Moses DeWitt, sur- 
romate,

Halt was produced at Salinu by the Indians lkmg before the advent of the whites, In 1788, 
Col. Tyler made thirteen bnshels of salfin about nine hours by boiling the brine inn fifteen gallon 
ketfle. Since then the production his increased wntil many years ago it became a great factor in 
udding wealth fo the county. Tt takes 860 enilons of seu water on our coast to yield seventy-five 
pana n of salt, while wbout tifty gallons from the Onondaga Salt Springs will yield the same 
quantity, 

In 1797 the ditty on saltwas placed ot fonr vents per bushel. In 1817, in aid of the canal fund, 
the duty was advanced to twelve und « half cents, but in 1884 it was reduced to six cents, and in 
1846 to one cent—thy present duty. 


Tn 1835 the salt mannfactured at the Onondaga Salt Springs was two-fifths of all the salt 
mude in the United Stites. - 

In 1834, there were at Salina seventy-seven manufactories, with 1968 kettles and pane ; at 
Syracuse, fifteen manufactories, with $90 kettles and pans; at Liverpool, twenty-five manufac- 
tories with 600 kettles and pans ; at Geddes, sixtewn miannfactories with 465 kettles and pans. 

In 1885 there were in operation at Syracuse, 10 blocks; at Geddes, 80 blocks; at Salina, 25. 
blocks ; at Liverpool, 10 blocks,

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The Canals. 


Brie Comal—The first contract was dated June 27, 1817. Work was commenced at Rome 
on the following 4th of July, First navigated from Rome to Utica, fifteen miles, Oatober 23, 
1819, and in that year the middle section, from Utiea to Sencen River, was completed. Tolls 
were first received July 1, 1820. The first boat entered the Hudson at Albany from the west 
October 8, 1823. Erie Canal wis completed in October, 1825. Grand canal celebration at New 
York City, November 4, 1826. 

Oswego Canal—Cominenced 1826 3 completed 1528. 

In 1885, May 11, an act was passed for the enlargement of the Erie Oanal, The bnsainess on 
the canals In 1885, important ws rf appeared in those days, was exceedingly small as compared to 
that of later years, ‘The amount of whent cleared at Buffalo for the oast was 168,012 fnshels : 
and of worn, 12,193 bushels; of four, 100,883 barrels; of lumber, 2,087,024 feet, And from 
Oswego : of wheat, 76,437 bushels; und of flour, 187,959 barrels ; no corn ; lumber, 8,814,581 
feet. A large part of the business on the canals in those days was of oa local nature, The tolls 
sollucted at Syracuse in 1835, on the Brie Canwl, was #74,756.24, and at Salina, on the Oswego 
Canal, #15,407.70. The collector of Canal Tolls at Syracuse was Benjamin F. Colvin; the 
weighmiuster was James Manning: and the inspector of boats aud cargoes was James Hongh ; 
the collector at Salina was James Beurdslee, for the Oswego Canal. 

Travel by packet boats was for matty years very popular, Boats on the Oswego Canal con- 
nected at Syracuse with the two daily lines of packets east ind west ou the Evie Canal. Those 
boats employed frequent relays of horses, carried no freight besides passengers, bagyiuse, and 
mde spaad of four to tive miles per hon, 

The Freight Rates trom New York in 1885 were, per 100 pounds to Manlius on hoayy goods, 
47 cents : on light goods, 57 cents; to Syracuse, 49 cents on heavy, and 59 cents on light goods, 
To Camillus, 61 cents on heavy, und 61 cents on light goods, To Jordan, 68 cents on heavy, and 
63 canta on ligt goods. From New York to Oswego the rate war 60 cents per 100 pounda for 
light and heavy goods. 

Passenger Rates by the River and Canal from New York to Syracuse “for those who travel 
in the barges, townd by steamboats, and in the steerage of canal boats, and find themselves, 
23.56." Bor “those that travel in the sheamboats, and in the cabin of oatial boats, atid are fonnd 
by the owners of bonts, $6.25." The through fare by packets was 4 cents per mile, including 
meals and lodging. 

During the season of 1885, there was shipped from Oswego by canal, 1,886,992 bushels of 
barley, 164,759 bushela of barley malt, 216,165 bushels of wheat, 80,913,472 feet of hunber ; 
1,732,000 shingles, 767,000 pounds of ship shits and bran, besides other large items, in all 311,727 
tons. - 


Steamboats, 


The only stewmboat within the county in 18385 was the “Independenve,” on Skaneateles 
Lake, It was not ® success, und was afterward converted into a gail boat, 
The first steamboat ever uaed upon the canal was built a mile south of Oran, and lamnched at 


Buellville, in the town of Pompey, in 1823, by Wm. Avery. 
Railroads. 


Tn 1836-36 there was yot no railyoad witlin this county. The total length of completed 
railroads in the State amounted to just one hundred miles, divided among seven companies, The 
Auburn and Syracuse, und the Skancateles railroads were chartered, and in 1836 the Utica and 
Syracuse railroad was chartered, 

From a published * Description of Railroads” in 1836, we quote :—‘''The wooden cross- 
sleepers are sayen inches in diameter and eight feet long, Stone blocks contuin each two cubic 
feat, and cost 45 cents. They are laid three feet apart from center to center, on + foundation of 
broken stone well rammed. The iron rail plate is a bar 9-16 hy 2 1-2 inches, with the wpper 
curves rounded to 1 7-8 inches in width. The timber rails are yellow or Norway pine, 6 by 6 inches. 
The width between the rails is 4 feet 9 mecher,”* 

Tn 1885 Onondaga county has railroad facilities equal to any county in the State, and su- 
perior to most of them. In nine different directions frains come and go from Syracuse. In the 
aggregate, fifty-eight passenger trains depart daily, and fifty-seven arrive. The four passenger 
stations are substantial shuctures and are ornaments to the city.

Karly Settlement. 


Cicero was formed from Lysander, February 20, 1807. Olay was taken off in 1827. The first 
settlement was made by one Dexter, a blacksmith, who lovated here in 1790. Among the other 
early settlers were Oliver Stevens, Ryal Binghum, Elnathan Botchford, John Leach, and Patrick 
MeGee. ‘The first child born in town was John L. Stevens, in 1802. George Ramaay thught the 
first school, in 1792; Patrick MeGue kept the first inn in 1791 ; Isaac Cody the first stove, im 1518; 
and Moses and Fveeman Hotchkiss built the firsh saw-mill, in 1883. The first church (Presby- 
terian) was formed at Cicero Corners, in 1819; Rey. James Shepard was the first preacher. 

Villaves—1835-36G. \ 

Cicery (p. o.) centrally situated, at the junction of the State roads to Rome and Sackett’s 
Harbor, contained 1 Presbyterian and 1 Baptist church, a benevolent lodya, 2 stores, 2 taverns, and 
16 dwellings. 

Brewerton was & post-office in the N, part of the town, upon Oneida river, here 20 vods wide, 
over which was a toll bridge, RO the old French fort, the remainsof which were distinetly 
visible fifty years ago Theonly hotel in the village*was kept by Orasnius Johnson, and wae burned 
in 1836. "There were two stores, one kept by Asa U, Emmans, (who also ron an ashery,) wnd one 
owned by Samuel Onshing, who tived at Cicero Corners, which was run by Alexander Cushing.

A portion of Byracuse was annexed in 1858, ‘The first settler was 
Benjamin Morehouse, who came from Dutchess vounty, md settled here April 26, 1789, Among 
other carly settlars were Daniel Keeler, Dr, Holbrook, Jeremiah Jackson, pl sans Angel, Stephen 
Hungerford, John Young, Jeremiah and James Gould, William Bends, Roger Merrill, Caleb 
Northrup, aod Benjamin Sanford, all of whom located in the town between 1790 and 1800. The 
first child born in the fown was Sarah Moveliouse, February 16. 1790; and the first dewth was 
that of Egbert De Witt, May 30, 1793. ‘Polly Hibbard tanght the tirst school, in 1796 ; Benjamin 
Morehouse kept the first inn, in 1790 ; and Asa Danforth milt the firet saw-mill, in 1792, and the 
first grist-mill, in 1793.

R. purchased w large tract of land from Rufos R. Kinney, Elijah Clark, 
Bugene Bogurdu’, and the Carpenter estate, for the purpose of estublishing a freight yard, engine 
house, ete., for the accommodation of their treight business on the eastern and western divisions 
of the road. From that beginning the village hag grown to its present population of about 
9,000, At that time there were only four farm houses in what is now a thrifty and rapidly grow- 
ing village.

‘Tolly was taken off in 1803, and a part of 
Truxton, in Cortland county,in 1808. The first settlers were Josiah Moore and Timothy Jerome, 
from Stockbridge, Mass., who came in 1794. Among the other early settlers were Capt. Ebenezer 
Belden, Col. Blijah St. Jolin, Thomas Miles, Jonathan Stanley, Abel Webster, J ames Harris, John 
Wallace, Thomas and Simeon Keeney, J acob Penoyer, and Abel Pixley. Thé first child born was 
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Charles Moore, in 1789; tho first marriages, those of Abel Webster and Lydia Keeney, anid of Luther 
St.John and Polly Joy, in 1804; and the first death « colored man belonging to Simeon Keeney, 
about fhe year 1802, from drinking too much maple syrup. Josiah Moore also died about the same 
time. ‘The first school was taught by a Miss Jerome—afterwards the wife of Judge James Geddes 
—in the eastern part of the town; Eunice Fowler taught the first school near Apulia, in 1802-03. 
The first inna were kept by Josiah Tubbs, near Tully, in 1797, and by Capt, St. John, at Apulia, in) 
1802. David Caldwell kept the first store in 1804; Thos, Miles built the first saw-mill, in 1800; and 
John Meeker the first grist-mill, in 1808. The first church (Presbyterian) was formed at Apulia, 
in 1804, and the pastor was Rev. Mr. Osborne. The first church edifice erected was a Baptist, at. 
Fabius Village, in 1806,

“ Syracuse, one of the magnificent oanal creations, Is situated near the center of the 
county, (of which itis the reat of juatics,) ab the point where the reat Seneca turnpike erasses 
the rie canal, and vat the junction of that canal with the Oxsweeo canal, 278 milea N. W. trom 
New York, 138 W. from Albany, and ly the the cunal 171, from Uticen 61, and Irom Reehester 99 
miles; the meeting of the conale and turnpike renders itthe great thoroughfare fo Canady, The vil- 
lage, Iaorpornted in 1825, extends on both aides of the canal, and contains 1 Kyniscopnl, 1 Prestry- 
terian, 1 Methodist, and 1 Baptist church, the court-honse, prikon, and clerk's oflice, 2 lyceunis, 2 
printing offices, cach issuing a weekly newspaper, 2 book stoves, 1 ineorpornted high sehool, 
“Syracuse Academy,” 16 lawyers, 11 physicians, 1 gener] stoves, 22 ¢rocery and Provision stores.

in the State, of brick, four stories high. ‘The unmber of cellings is abont TU; Population, im 
1830, 2.5652 in 1K88, 4,108. The Onondaga creek, affording valnauble Whle-power, rune throngh 
the villuge, over which the canal is carried, in a stone Mynednet of 4 avehes. One mile east terni- 
nates the Utiew loup level of sixty-nine anda half uviles.” 


Liverpoot, on the lake and Oswego cunal, 443 iwniles north of Ayracuse, confained 2 tryerns, 
4 stores, wand abont 60 dwellings, chiutly of wood, Phineus Kamp wits clergynian: Joxepl Malton, 
prin. of school; G. 8.

and the first (leath that of Nehemiah Barll, in 1808. James Porter kept the first inn, and Winsion 
Day the first store, in 1797; and Judge Jededink Sanger bnilt the first saw and evist-mill, in 1796, 
The first church editi¢s (Cong,) was erected in 1807, and Rey. Aaron Bascom was the first pastor. 
Skunenteles villuge was incorporated April 19, 1833, 
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Villages—1555-36. 


Skanecteles, (postoftice established in 1804, Wim. 8. Veedenburgh, Ist postmaster; village in- 
corporated April 19, 1833) on the Suncca turnpike, at the foot of the lake, 145 milos northwest of 
Albany, contained 1 Presbyterian, 1 Baptist, 1 Methodist, und 1 Episcopal church, an academy, 
public library, 5 grist-mills, making nearly 40,000 barrels of flour annnally, 4 saw-mills, 4 carding 
and cloth-dressing mills, 2 woolen factories, (1 by Hall & Kellogg, ) 2 furnaces and foundries, 2 
machine factories, 4 tanneries, 2 extensive manufactories of carriuger, a printing office, publishing 
a weekly journal, The Columbian, by Milton A. Kinney, and the following stores: general mer- 
chunta, A, & C. Bater, N. Hawley & Oo., Gibbs & Burnet, B.S. Wolcott, I. W. Verry, John G. Por- 
ter; grocery and hardware, Richurd Talleott & Go.; drugs, John Snook; boot, shoe and leather 
store, Lawton & Stilson; millinery, A. M. Gaylord: books und stationery, and circulating library, 
W. M. Beauchamp; clothing store, Augustus Fowler; 2 hotels, and about 250 dwellings, and many 
and various mechanics and artisans, A railroad, 44¢ miles long, was at this time proposed to con- 
nact the village of Skanewteles with the Anburno and Syracuse riilroad, and if wasalso proposed to 
continue the roud 10 miles from the lake to Homer, in Cortland county. 


Mottville, upon the ontlet of the lake, 2 miles below Skaneateles, had 2 clyurches, 1 grist, and 
1 saw-mill, stone qnarry and lime kiln, owned by John Mott, a furnnce for casting iron, and 
about 30 dwellings, 

Mandana was merely a postotiice in a compact agrienitural viecinage. 

Rhodes was » postolice inthe portheast angle of the town, 


The Present. 


Skancateles.—The site of this villare is one of surpassing hearty, commanding a view of the 
pure waters of the lake for 7 or 8 miles, and of the country which rises gently from the shore into 
the hills 100 feeb in height, having their slopos highly enltivated and richly vurieguted with woods 
meadows, und fields of waving grain, and their tops crowned with neat, white fam houses. Tt 
now has the following business enterprises: Shotels, § millinery stores.

cultural implements, 2 cigar mantlactuvers, & marble works, saw-mill, grist-mill, aad cider-mall, , 

Mottoille (p. 0.) wow bas 1 tinsmith, 2 general stores, 1 shoemaker, 2 blacksmiths, 2 pwper- 
niilla, 1 hotel, 1 groeery, 1 fonndry and muchine shop, 1 woolen-mill, 1 flour and feed stores, a coal 
dealer and » chau fastory, 

Skeaneateles Pauls (p. 0.) now bis a woolen-mill, paper-mill, genorol store, and 2 groverivs, 

Mandians (p- 0.) is merely « hamlet in a thickly settled farming community.

Karly Settlement. 





Spafford (named from Horatio Gates Spatford, author of the first Gazetteer of New York, ) 
was formed from Tully, April 5, 1811. Parts of Marcellns and Skaneateles were taken off in 1840. 
The tirat settlers were Gilbert Palmer wnd his son John, who located on lot 76, in 1794. Among 
the other early settlers were Jonathan Berry, Archibald Parr, Warren Kneeland, M. Huavey, Isaac 
Hall, Elisha Sabins, John Babcock, Peter Knapp, Samuel Smith, Otis aud Moses Lege, Jethro 
Bailoy, Btias Davis, Abel Amadon, Job Lewis, Daniel Tinkham, John Hullibut, Levi Foster, Ben- 
jamin Horner, James and Cornelius Williamson, Benjamin Stanton, Jolin Woodward, James 
Bacon, and Asuhel Ronndy. ‘The first whild born was Alvah Palmer; the first marriage, that of 
Blisha Freeman and Phiehe Smith; and the first death, that of Benjamin ChaiYeo, in Angust, 
1801, Bally Pockard tanght the first school, in 1803. Jared Baboock kopt the first store, in 1809, 
Archibald Parr kept the tirst inn, and built the first grist-mill, in 1808, and Josiah Walker built the 
first saw-mill, in 1810. ‘The tirst church (M, I.) was formed at an early day. Elder Harmon was 
the first preacher. 

Villages—1835-36. 


Spafford and Borodino were post villages. The first, 20 miles from Syracuse, was rather a 
closely settled agricultural district. The second, near the margin of Skaneateles lake, contained a 
church, 2 taverns, 2 stores, and about 20 dwellings. 


Mvrrictia, 14 miles from Syracnse, has grist and siw-mills, clothing works, tannery, 2 taverns, 
and within the space of a mile some 20 dwellings,

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Spafford. (0. first established at Spafford Corners in 1814, Asahel Ronmily, first postmaster, )

Seuth Stafford Cp. o.) now has w saw-mill, cidermill, fiax-mill, feed-mill, and a church. 

Willowelatle, o small hamlet in the northeast purt of the town, contains 1 grist-mill, 1 saw- 
mill, w cider-mill, and about 6 or 8 dwellings. 


SYRACUSE. 


Karly Settlement. 


Syrcaeuse, frat known by the Indians as Webster's Camp and Webster's Landing, Known as 
Bogardns Corners, 1796 to 1800. Name changed to Milan in 1809. Changed to South Salina in 
1812. Changed to Cosseti’s Corners in 1814, Changed to Corinth in 1817. Changed to Syracuse 
in 1824. Incorporated a8 a village in the town of Salina, April 13, 1825, and as a city, December 
14, 1847, A portion was annexed to De Witt in 1858. The first settlement in the city and county 
was made by Ephraim Webster, an Tndian trader, who located near the mouth of Onondaga 
creek 19 1786. In 1788 or 1789 John Danforth, who came into the county aoon after his brother 
Asn, looted at * Salt Point,” and commenced the manufacture of salt. The settlement at this place 
increased with freat rapidity, in consequence of the prospective value of the salt springs It took 
the name of “Salina,” and speedily became the most important place in the county, i superiority 
which it mmntained for many years. The first settlers within the limits of the old village of Syra- 
couse, uiter Webster, the Indian trader, were Hopkins, in 1797, and Butler, in 1799. 
OCulvin Jackson settled in 1800, and several others before 1805, Among the othar early settlers 
were William Lee, Aaron Cole, Amos Stanton, Henry Bopgardnus, and Jonnthan Fay. The first 
“hild born was Albion Jackson, December 25, 1800. A tract of 260 acres, lying near the center of 
the city, and including & will privilege npon Onondaga creek, was sold by the State to Abraham 
Walton, 21d became known as the ‘‘ Walton Tract.” It afterward passéd into the hands of the 
‘Syracuse Company.” Mir. Bogardus orected a house for an inn, on the site of the present 
Pmpire House, in 1805; and Mr. Walton erected his “ Old Red Mill” the same year, on the site of 
the present High school building, which places were the nuclens around which the village grew, 
and Church stroet contained a mujority of the fine residences and was the lashionable street. 

The following records of the first meeting of the Bourd of Trustees of Syracuse village waa 
taken from the minutes of the meeting now on file at the City Clerks Office:—
